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1983  he  was  appointed  CIUS  assistant 
director.

BOHDAN  KRAWCHENKO  APPOINTED 
NEW  CIUS  DIRECTOR 

On  24  March,  Dr.  Baha  Abu-Laban, 
associate  vice-president  (research)  and 
chairman  of  the  university’s  search 
committee  to  select  a new  CIUS 
director,  announced  that  Dr.  Bohdan 
Krawchenko  was  the  successful  candi- 
date, with  appointment  effective  1 July 
1986. 


Dr.  Krawchenko  has  been  a CIUS 
research  associate  since  the  institute’s 
founding  in  1976,  specializing  in  Soviet 
government,  comparative  communist 
political  systems  and  the  politics  of 
contemporary  Ukraine.  He  has  lectured 
in  the  departments  of  political  science, 
history  and  Slavic  and  East  European 
studies  at  the  University  of  Alberta;  in 


Dr.  Krawchenko  holds  degrees 
from  Bishop’s  University  (B.A.,  1969) 
and  the  University  of  Toronto  (M.A., 
1970),  where  he  concentrated  on 
political  science  and  philosophy  and 
comparative  politics  and  political  theory 
respectively.  In  1971  he  obtained  a 
Diploma  in  Soviet  Studies  from  the 
Institute  of  Soviet  and  East  European 
Studies,  University  of  Glasgow, 
specializing  in  the  Soviet  economy  and 
social  structure.  He  received  the  D. 

Phil,  degree  from  St.  Antony’s  College, 
Oxford  University,  in  1982  for  his 
work  on  “Soviet  Mobilisation  and 
National  Consciousness  in  20th-Century 
Ukraine.”  In  1985  the  latter  was 
published  by  Macmillan  Press  in  London 
and  St.  Martin’s  Press  in  New  York  as 
Social  Change  and  National 
Consciousness  in  T wentieth-Century 
Ukraine.  Dr.  Krawchenko  is  also  the 
editor  of  Ukraine  after  Shelest 
(Edmonton:  CIUS  1983)  and  co-editor 
(with  Professor  Roman  Serbyn)  of  a 
forthcoming  CIUS  publication.  Famine  in 
Ukraine  1932-1933. 

Dr.  Krawchenko  has  published  and 
lectured  widely  and  is  a frequent 
commentator  on  Soviet  and  East 
European  affairs.  He  is  currently  an 
executive  member  of  the  Canadian 
Ethnic  Studies  Association;  a 
representative  of  the  Canadian 
Association  of  Slavists  on  the 
International  Committee  for  Soviet  and 
East  European  Studies;  a member  of 
the  Canadian  Ethnic  Studies  Advisory 
Committee  (Multiculturalism  Sector, 
Secretary  of  State);  chairman  of  the 
Ukrainian  Community  Development 
Committee,  Prairie  Region  (Ukrainian 
Canadian  Committee,  National 
Headquarters);  and  member  of  the 
Editorial  Board,  Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine,  and  consulting  editor  (with 
Professor  W.  Isajiw)  for  “Society” 
section  entries. 

Dr.  Krawchenko  will  succeed  Dr. 
Manoly  R.  Lupul,  who  is  completing  a 
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second  five-year  term  as  director  and, 
after  a year’s  study  leave,  will  return 
to  the  Department  of  Educational 
Foundations,  where  he  is  a specialist  on 
the  development  of  education  in  Canada, 
with  special  reference  to  multiculturalism 
and  the  education  of  minorities  in 
western  Canada. 


NEW  PUBLICATIONS 


Ukraine  in  the  Second  World  War 

In  March  1986,  CIUS  published 
Ukraine  During  World  War  II:  History 
and  its  Aftermath,  a symposium  edited 
by  Dr.  Yury  Boshyk,  assistant  professor 
of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures, 
University  of  Toronto,  with  the 
assistance  of  Roman  Waschuk  and 
Andriy  Wynnyckyj,  research  assistants 
with  the  CIUS  archival  project  at  the 
University  of  Toronto. 

The  volume  is  based  in  part  on 
the  proceedings  of  a symposium  held  in 
Toronto  in  March  1985  to  discuss  the 
Soviet  and  Nazi  occupations  of  Ukraine; 
Jewish-Ukrainian  relations  during  the 
period;  Ukrainian  participation  in  the 
German  armed  forces  and  civil 
administration;  and  Canadian  and 
American  perspectives  on  bringing  war 
criminals  to  justice.  Contributors  include 
academics  and  lawyers  of  Ukrainian, 
Jewish  and  Lithuanian  descent.  Extensive 
documentary  material,  photographs  and  a 
major  bibliography  have  been  added. 

The  book  is  291  pages  in  length 
and  is  priced  at  $9,95  (paper)  and 
$19,95  (cloth). 


Woycenko  Litopys  (Annals),  Volume  VII 

In  March  1986,  CIUS  published 
another  Ukrainian-language  volume 
compiled  by  01 ’ha  Woycenko,  Litopys 
ukrai nskoho  zhyttia  v Kanadi  (The 
Annals  of  Ukrainian  Life  in  Canada ). 


The  work  is  the  seventh  in  a series  of 
annotated  indexes  to  Ukrainskyi  hoios 
(Ukrainian  Voice),  a weekly  newspaper 
published  in  Winnipeg  after  1910.  The 
chronological  summary  has  a subject 
index  and  is  a very  useful  guide  to 
research  on  Ukrainian  Canadian  life  in 
the  1960s.  The  volume,  available  only  in 
a clothbound  version,  is  priced  at 
$14.95. 


Ukrainian  National  Movement  in  Galicia 

Also  in  March,  CIUS  published  The 
Ukrainian  National  Movement  in 
Galicia,  1 81 5-1 849,  by  the  late  Polish 
historian  Jan  Kozik  (1934-79).  This 
volume  is  an  abridged  translation  of 
Kozik’s  two  books,  Ukraihski  ruch 
narodowy  w Ga/icji  w latach 
1830-1848  (1973)  and  Miqdzy  reakcjq 
a rewolucjg.  Studia  z dziej'ow 
ukraihskiego  ruchu  narodowego  w 
Ga/icji  w latach  1848-1849  (1975).  The 
work  is  edited  and  introduced  by  Dr. 
Lawrence  Orton,  associate  professor  of 
history  at  Oakland  University  in 
Rochester,  Michigan;  the  translation  is 
by  Dr.  Orton  and  Andrew  Gorski,  who 
teaches  history  and  Russian  at  Deerfield 
Academy  in  Massachusetts. 

Kozik’s  work  is  the  most  detailed 
analysis  of  the  origins  of  Ukrainian 
nationalism  ever  undertaken.  It  is  based 
on  a thorough  study  of  published 
sources  and  on  a wealth  of  documents 
from  Ukrainian  and  Polish  archives, 
some  of  which — such  as  the  “lost” 
archive  of  the  Supreme  Ruthenian 
Council — -were  rediscovered  by  Kozik  in 
the  course  of  his  research. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  book, 

Kozik  traces  the  formation  of  a 
Ukrainian  clerical  intelligentsia  in 
Habsburg-ruled  Galicia,  discussing  its 
cultural  activities,  ties  with  other  Slavs 
and  the  beginnings  of  political 
awareness.  In  the  second  part,  he 
analyzes  the  conflict  precipitated  by  the 
revolution  of  1848:  the  Poles  sought 
to  restore  an  independent  state  in  the 
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historic  borders  of  the  former 
Commonwealth,  while  the  Ukrainians 
looked  to  the  Austrian  government  to 
guarantee  their  rights.  Out  of  this 
struggle  emerged  the  national  movement 
that  was  to  make  Galicia  a Ukrainian 
Piedmont. 

The  volume,  which  contains  a map 
of  Galicia  and  Bukovyna  in  1848  and 
detailed  indexes,  is  498  pages  in  length 
and  is  priced  at  $19.95  (paper)  and 
$29.95  (cloth). 


Khvy/ovy’s  Writings  in  English 
Translation 

In  the  late  spring  of  1986,  CIUS 
published  The  Cultural  Renaissance  in 
Ukraine:  Polemical  Pamphlets, 
7925-7926,  the  first  English  translation 
of  Mykola  Khvylovy’s  major 
programmatic  essays.  Khvyiovy 
(1893-1933)  was  Ukraine’s  most 
important  literary  figure  of  the  1920s 
and  the  book  reflects  his  passionate 
concern  with  cultural  and  political 
questions.  Edited,  translated  and 
introduced  by  Dr.  Myroslav  Shkandrij 
and  with  a preface  by  Dr.  George  S. 
N.  Luckyj,  this  250-page  volume  is 
available  in  paperback  and  cloth  for 
$9.95  and  $19.95  respectively.

Oral  Sources  is  a directory  of 
earlier  efforts  in  oral  history  to 
December  1980  and  includes  over 
1,000  informants.  It  concentrates  on 
collections  in  major  public  and  Ukrainian 
community  archives.  For  each  interview, 
the  following  information  (where 
available)  is  provided:  interviewer,  date 
and  location  of  interview,  length, 
language(s)  used,  the  existence  of  a 
transcript  or  synopsis,  the  chronological 
period  covered,  the  major  subjects 
discussed  and  a brief  identification  of 
the  interviewee. 

The  two  reports  by  Sowtis  and 
Momryk  are  finding  aids  to  two 
collections  in  the  Public  Archives  of 
Canada  (PAC),  whose  preparation  was 
financed  jointly  by  CIUS  and  PAC 
through  the  archival  summer  internship 
programme  begun  in  1984. 

Olena  Kysilewska  (1869-1956)  was 
prominent  in  political  life  in  Galicia  and 
active  in  organizational  and  educational 
work  among  Ukrainian  women  in 
Western  Ukraine  prior  to  her  emigration 
to  Canada  in  1948.  She  was  the 
mother  of  Dr.  V.  J.  Kaye  (Kysilewsky), 
who  wrote  much  about  Ukrainians  in 
Canada.  Kateryna  Antonovych 
(1887-1975)  was  an  artist  and  cultural 
and  community  leader  in  Ukraine  and 
western  Europe  prior  to  coming  to 
Canada  (Winnipeg)  in  1949.  The 
collection  emphasizes  the  development 
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and  maintenance  of  Ukrainian  culture  in 
Canada.

CIUS  Ukrainian  Sty / e- Manual 

As  the  number  of  CIUS 
Ukrainian-language  publications  increased, 
the  need  for  a technical  style-manual 
became  more  urgent.  Following  the 
production  of  CIUS’  English-language 
style-manual.  Dr.  Andrij  Hornjatkevyc 
prepared  a Ukrainian  manual  in  1983.  It 
provides  such  technical  rules  as 
capitalization,  footnote  and  bibliographical 
format,  but  deals  primarily  with 
transliteration  and  transcription  rules 
from  Slavic  and  non-Slavic  names.  The 
manual  has  35  pages  and  can  be 
obtained  for  $2.00  from  CIUS. 


VQLODYMYR  KUBIJOVYC  DIES  IN 
PARIS 

On  1 November  1985,  Professor 
Volodymyr  Kubijovyc,  editor-in-chief  of 
the  alphabetical,  multi-volume 
Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine,  CIUS’  most 
important  project,  passed  away  in  Paris, 
France,  after  a brief  illness.  He  was 
eighty-five  years  old. 

Professor  Kubijovyc,  a geographer 
by  profession  who  completed  his 
doctoral  studies  at  the  Jagiellonian 
University,  Cracow,  Poland,  was  best 
known  for  his  work  as  an 
encyclopedist,  producing  the 
three-volume  topical  Entsyklopedi ia 
ukrai noznavstva  (Munich  1948-52),  the 


two-volume  topical  Ukraine:  A Concise 
Encyclopedia  (Toronto  1963,  1971)  and 
the  nine-volume  alphabetical 
E ntsyki  oped  i i a ukrai  noznavstva 
(Paris-New  York  1955-80),  on  which 
the  five-volume,  revised  and  updated, 
English-language  version  is  based.  The 
first  volume  (A-F)  appeared  in  October 
1984  and  the  second  volume  is 
scheduled  for  1987. 

Professor  Kubijovyc  lectured  at 
Jagiellonian  University  (1928-39)  and 
after  1940  at  the  Ukrainian  Free 
University  in  Munich.  During  the  Second 
World  War  he  led  the  Ukrainian  Central 
Committee  in  Cracow,  which  during  the 
German  occupation  of  Poland  served  as 
the  body  responsible  for  Ukrainian 
schools,  churches  and  culture.  He 
played  a decisive  role  in  the  formation 
of  the  Galicia  Division,  an  army  unit 
which  later  became  the  1st  Division  of 
the  Ukrainian  National  Army. 

After  1931,  Professor  Kubijovyc 
was  associated  with  the  Shevchenko 
Scientific  Society,  the  oldest  Ukrainian 
learned  society,  founded  in  Lviv  in 
1873.  From  1952  until  his  death  he 
served  as  president  of  the  European 
branch  of  the  international  body.  Among 
Professor  Kubijovyc’s  numerous  scholarly 
works  in  Ukrainian,  Polish,  Czech  and 
German,  the  most  important  focus  on 
the  ethnography  of  the  Carpathian 
Mountain  region  and  the  demography  of 
Ukraine.  He  edited  the  Geography  of 
Ukraine,  the  Atlas  of  Ukraine  and  the 
Statistical  Annua!  (in  Ukrainian). 


ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  UKRAINE  PROJECT 


Editorial  Board  Meets  in  Toronto 

In  the  wake  of  Professor 
Kubijovyc’s  passing,  the  Editorial  Board 
of  the  Encyclopedia  met  in  Toronto  on 
1-2  February  1986  to  establish  the 
basis  for  future  work.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  late  Professor  Kubijovyc  would 
continue  to  be  recognized  as 
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editor-in-chief,  with  the  Editorial  Board 
assuming  his  functions.  Ultimate 
responsibility  for  all  aspects  of  the 
project  would  rest  with  CIUS,  with  the 
editorial  function  delegated  to  the 
Editorial  Board  through  Professor  Danylo 
Struk,  managing  editor  of  the  project  at 
CIUS’  Encyclopedia  office,  Department 
of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures, 
University  of  Toronto.  Members  of  the 
Editorial  Board  are  Drs.  Manoly  Lupul 
(project  co-ordinator),  Danylo  Struk 
(managing  editor),  Olexa  Bilaniuk 
(Swarthmore  College,  Pennsylvania), 

Bohdan  Krawchenko  (CIUS),  Vasyl  Markus 
(Loyola  University,  Chicago)  and  Arkadii 
Zhukovsky  (Institute  National  des  Langues 
et  Civilisations  Orientales,  Paris). 


Government  of  Saskatchewan  Subsidizes 
Volume  Two 

On  6 November  1985,  at  a public 
banquet  in  Yorkton  organized  by  the 
Ukrainian  Professional  and  Business 
Association,  the  Hon.  Dale  McLaren, 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  announced  a 
donation  of  $225,000  toward  the 
publication  of  volume  two  of  the 
Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine.  The  amount 
was  in  addition  to  the  $100,000 
contributed  in  1981.  The  cheque  was 
accepted  on  behalf  of  the  Canadian 
Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies  by  Mr. 
John  Stashuk,  foundation  president. 


Volume  One  in  Second  Printing 

In  September  1985,  the  University 
of  Toronto  Press  printed  5,000 
additional  copies  of  the  first  volume  of 
the  Ency doped i a of  Ukraine,  and  in 
subsequent  weeks  the  Canadian 
Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies  launched 
a major  campaign  in  the  United  States 
to  promote  sales.  Of  the  two  printings 
(9,500),  approximately  3,000  copies 
remain.  Of  the  special  deluxe  Collector's 
Edition  (100  copies)  only  forty-eight 
copies  remain. 


Friends  of  the  Encyclopedia  Foundation 
(U.S.J 

In  the  fall  the  Friends  of  the 
Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  Foundation, 
incorporated  in  Jersey  City,  New 
Jersey,  conducted  its  first  major  fund 
raising  campaign  in  selected  centres  in 
Canada,  United  States  and  Australia.  The 
amount  realized  was  approximately 
$500,000,  of  which  $125,000  will 
constitute  a special  fund  within  the 
Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies 
from  donors  in  Canada.  The  purpose  of 
the  fund  is  to  assist  the  foundation  and 
CIUS  to  prepare  the  remaining  four 
volumes  of  the  Encyclopedia. 


KOSTASH  FAMILY  DONATION 

The  family  of  William  Kostash 
donated  $2,000  to  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  Ukrainian  Studies  in  honour  of  Mr. 
Kostash’s  80th  birthday.  The  funds  will 
be  used  to  augment  the  university’s 
microfilm  collection  of  Ukrainian 
Canadian  newspapers,  journals  and 
almanacs.  The  son  of  Fedir  Kostash  and 
Anna  Svarych,  settlers  from  Tulova  in 
Galicia,  William  Kostash  was  born  in 
Royal  Park,  Alberta,  in  1906,  the  fifth 
of  eight  children.  He  was  educated  in 
Vegreville  and  Edmonton,  where  he 
earned  three  degrees  (in  education  and 
commerce)  at  the  University  of  Alberta. 
All  his  brothers  were  likewise  university 
graduates,  something  of  a feat  at  the 
time  for  Ukrainian  families.  He  was  a 
teacher  until  his  retirement  fifteen  years 
ago,  having  begun  his  career  in 
one-room  schoolhouses  in  northeastern 
Alberta,  and  ending  it  at  McNally 
Composite  High  School  in  Edmonton.  As 
a member  of  an  activist  family,  William 
Kostash  made  his  own  contributions  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
community  in  which  he  has  lived  his 
whole  life,  being  active  in  St.  John’s 
Parish,  St.  John’s  Institute,  Ukrainian 
Business  and  Professional  Club,  Ukrainian 
Pioneers’  Association  and  the  Ukrainian 
Self-Reliance  League.  He  has  translated 
and/or  edited  several  memoirs  and 
organizational  histories. 
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Dr.  Omeljan  Pritsak  presents  the  luncheon  address  at  Lister  Hall,  University  of  Alberta. 


In  1937  he  married  Mary 
Maksymuk,  herself  a well-known  teacher 
and  community  worker.  They  have  two 
daughters:  Myrna,  a writer  living  in 
Edmonton,  and  Janice,  a civil  servant  in 
Ottawa.

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MYRON  KUROPAS  LECTURE 

A special  CIUS  lecture  was 
presented  on  29  November  by  Dr. 

Myron  Kuropas,  vice-president  of  the 
Ukrainian  National  Association  and  former 
Special  Assistant  on  Ethnic  Affairs  to 
President  Gerald  Ford.  Dr.  Kuropas 
spoke  on  the  topic  “War  Crimes  and 
Ukrainians:  The  American  Experience.” 

In  order  to  understand  the  current 
activities  of  the  Office  of  Special 
Investigation  (OSI)  of  the  U.S. 

Department  of  Justice,  argued  Dr. 
Kuropas,  one  must  place  them  in  the 
context  of  a major  anti-Ukrainian 
campaign  that  occurred  several  decades 
ago.  In  the  1930s,  the  strongest 
Ukrainian  American  organization,  the 
monarchists,  encouraged  its  members  to 
obtain  military  training  in  the  U.S.  militia, 
hoping  eventually  to  create  an  armed 
force  that  would  fight  for  Ukrainian 
independence.  The  model  that  inspired 
them  was  that  of  the  Czech  and  Polish 
Americans  who  had  fought  for  the 
independence  of  their  homelands  at  the 
end  of  the  First  World  War. 

In  1933,  however,  the  USA  and 
USSR  granted  each  other  diplomatic 
recognition,  agreeing  not  to  support 
organizations  that  sought  the  violent 
overthrow  of  either  state.  The  Soviet 
authorities  complained  that  the  activities 
of  the  Ukrainian  monarchists  violated 
this  agreement.  In  1936,  the  FBI 
investigated  the  monarchists;  three  years 
later,  the  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee  launched  a general 
investigation  of  the  Ukrainian  American 
community.  Given  the  pro-Soviet 
atmosphere  of  the  period — a time  when 
such  prominent  writers  as  Walter 
Duranty,  Louis  Fischer  and  Upton  Sinclair 
could  knowingly  deny  the  existence  of 
the  great  famine  of  1932-3 — Soviet 
charges  were  taken  seriously.  Later, 
Soviet-inspired  publications  such  as  The 
Hour  and  Sabotage:  The  Secret  War 
against  America  charged  that  Ukrainian 
fascists  were  wrecking  the  American 
war  effort.  Dr.  Kuropas’s  research  in 
hitherto  classified  government  documents 


shows  that  the  FBI  investigated  the 
allegations  but  found  them  too 
unsubstantial  to  justify  even  a single 
arrest.  Nevertheless,  the  Soviet  goal 
was  almost  achieved:  the  monarchists 
dissolved  their  organization  in  1942, 
while  other  Ukrainian  American 
organizations  lost  much  of  their 
membership. 

After  the  war,  the  Soviet 
authorities  continued  to  use  the  charge 
of  Nazi  collaboration  as  their  most 
potent  weapon  against  East  European 
nationalism.  In  1969,  a world 
conference  on  Nazi  criminals  was  held 
in  Moscow,  and  the  Soviet 
procurator-general,  Roman  Rudenko, 
charged  the  USA  with  harbouring  Nazis. 
In  the  following  year,  a list  of 
“Ukrainian  Hitlerites”  was  given  to  the 
American  government. 

The  OSI  was  established  in  1978, 
and  its  first  director,  Alan  Ryan, 
reached  an  agreement  with  Rudenko  in 
1980.  The  terms  of  this  agreement, 
whereby  the  Soviet  authorities  provide 
evidence  for  American  war-crimes 
investigations,  have  never  been  made 
public.  Dr.  Kuropas  argued  that  Ryan 
and  many  other  Americans  have 
accepted  uncritically  Soviet  propaganda 
on  this  issue.  In  his  book  Quiet 
Neighbours,  Ryan  has  repeated  the 
Soviet  claim  that  the  purpose  of  the 
Displaced  Persons  Act  (1948)  was  to 
provide  a haven  for  Nazi  collaborators. 
Charles  Higham’s  recent  book,  American 
Swastika,  is  based  largely  on  Sabotage: 
The  Secret  War  Against  America. 
American  libel  laws  make  it  difficult  to 
attack  such  publications  effectively. 

Since  OSI  investigations  are  carried  out 
under  civil  procedure,  which  deprives 
the  accused  of  the  right  to  trial  by 
jury  or  court-appointed  council,  the 
odds  are  greatly  in  favour  of 
conviction.  Soviet  manipulation  of  the 
American  justice  system  thus  threatens 
to  wipe  out  many  of  the  Ukrainian 
American  community’s  gains  by 
associating  it  in  the  public  mind  with 
Nazism  and  anti-Semitism.  Dr.  Kuropas 
ended  by  calling  for  a counter-attack 
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based  on  the  clear  realization  that  it  is 
not  the  Jewish  community  but  the 
Soviet  government  whose  aims  must  be 
exposed  and  discredited. 


CIUS-HURI  LIBRARY  EXCHANGE 
AGREEMENT 

In  the  autumn  of  1985,  following 
a visit  to  CIUS  and  the  University  of 
Alberta  Library  by  Ms.  Oksana  Procyk, 
Ukrainian  specialist  at  the  Widener 
Library,  Harvard  University,  an  agreement 
was  reached  to  exchange  microfilms  in 
Ukrainian  studies  between  Widener  and 
Alberta  Library.  The  exchange,  to  take 
piace  on  a reel-for-reel  basis,  will 
concentrate  initially  on  nineteenth-  and 
twentieth-century  Ukrainian  serials  held 
by  Widener  and  rare  Ukrainian  medieval 
and  Renaissance  literature  held  by 
Alberta.  The  first  reels  were  exchanged 
late  in  1985. 


SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE  1986 

The  twenty-first  annual  Shevchenko 
Lecture  was  presented  on  25  March 
1986  by  Professor  Virko  Baley, 
Department  of  Music,  University  of 
Nevada,  Las  Vegas,  who  spoke  on 
“Contemporary  Music  in  Soviet  Ukraine.” 
Organized  by  CIUS,  the  lecture  was 
sponsored,  as  usual,  by  the  Ukrainian 
Professional  and  Business  Club  in 
Edmonton. 

Only  two  voices  from  the  chorus 
of  Ukrainian  culture  have  received 
unqualified  international  recognition  and 
acceptance:  the  sculptor  Alexander 
Archipenko  and  the  filmmaker  Alexander 
Dovzhenko.  Some  also  know  the 
magical  poetry  of  Taras  Shevchenko. 

The  rest — to  the  general  world — is  a 
murmur,  still  undifferentiated  from  the 
powerful  chant  of  Soviet  Russia. 

The  lacuna  of  Ukrainian  music  is 
the  nineteenth  century.  The  nationalistic 
aspirations  that  swept  Europe  in  the 
nineteenth  century  were  dealt  within 
Ukraine  with  increasing  harshness  by  the 


Tsarist  regimes,  culminating  in  the  Ems 
Ukase  of  1876.  As  a result,  toward 
the  close  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
Ukrainian  musical  life  was  confined  to 
travelling  theatres,  with  a repertoire 
closely  related  to  peasant  life.  The  era 
did  produce  the  composer  Mykola 
Lysenko,  who  laid  the  foundation  for 
the  future  development  of  Ukrainian 
musical  life. 


In  the  eventful  year  of  1917, 
modern  Ukraine  found  itself  without  a 
viable  and  immediate  musical  past.  To 
create  such  a past  and  a present 
became  two  of  its  primary  goals.  The 
furious  activities  of  the  1920s 
produced  many  genuinely  important 
musical  personalities.  But  the  Age  of 
Stalin  intervened.  And  it  was  not  until 
the  late  1950s  that  another  rebirth 
occurred  and  produced  the 
“shestydesiatnyky”  and  its  musical 
analogue,  the  “Kiev  avant-garde.” 

The  lecture  examined  the  thirty-year 
musical  development  of  Soviet  Ukraine 
that  began  with  the  post-Stalinist  “thaw” 
of  1956.  It  focused  on  three  main 
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aspects:  the  origins  of  the  “Kiev 
avant-garde”  and  its  membership,  the 
integration  of  the  avant-garde 
achievements  into  the  mainstream  of 
Ukrainian  musical  life  and  the 
re-evaluation  of  Ukrainian  musical 
achievements  with  an  assessment  of  the 
place  of  Ukrainian  music  in  the  world 
community. 


JUS  SPECIAL  ISSUE 

The  summer  1985  issue  of  the 
Journal  of  Ukrainian  Studies  appeared 
in  December.  It  was  delayed  because 
the  managing  editor,  Roman  Senkus, 
spent  two  months  last  summer  working 
at  Sarcelles,  the  European  centre  of  the 
Shevchenko  Scientific  Society,  in  his 
capacity  as  senior  manuscript  editor  of 
the  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine.  The 
summer  issue  is  a special  one  devoted 
to  contributions  by  scholars  at  Monash 
University  in  Australia.  The  issue  was 
collected  on  the  initiative  and  with  the 
kind  assistance  of  Dr.  Marko  Pawlyshyn 
at  Monash.

The  honorary  degrees  committee  of 
the  University  of  Alberta  Senate  has 
announced  that  Mr.  Justice  Walter  S.

Seminars 


ROMAN  BRYTAN 

The  first  seminar  of  the  fall  term 
was  presented  by  Mr.  Brytan,  graduate 
student  in  the  Department  of  Slavic  and 
East  European  Studies,  University  of 
Alberta.  Mr.  Brytan  discussed  the 
English-language  adaptation  of  Lesia 
Ukrainka’s  drama,  B/akytna  troianda  (The 
Azure  Rose),  that  he  prepared  over 
several  years  with  his  colleague,  Karen 
Gartner.  The  premiere  of  this  adaptation 
was  presented  at  the  university’s  SUB 
Theatre  several  days  after  the  seminar. 

The  Azure  Rose , written  in  1896, 
was  Ukrainka’s  first  drama.  Influenced 
by  the  psychological  motifs  then  current 
in  the  western  European  theatre,  as 
well  as  by  Ukrainka’s  preoccupation  with 
the  tuberculosis  that  eventually  caused 
her  death,  this  play  is  the  first 
psychological  drama  in  Ukrainian 
literature.  Its  protagonist,  Liubov,  is 
reluctant  to  commit  herself  to  her 
would-be  lover,  Orest,  for  fear  of 
infecting  him  with  the  hereditary  disease 
from  which  she  suffers.  She  therefore 
embraces  the  ideal  of  platonic  love 
symbolized  by  the  azure  rose. 


Ultimately,  after  undergoing  a 
breakdown,  Liubov  is  reconciled  to 
Orest,  but  the  play  ends  tragically  with 
the  lovers’  deaths. 

Because  The  Azure  Rose  broke 
decisively  with  the  ethnic  humour  and 
melodrama  that  dominated  the  Ukrainian 
stage  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  it 
was  widely  misunderstood  by  critics, 
who  considered  it  a clumsy  attempt  at 
farce.  Nevertheless,  genuine  flaws  have 
been  pointed  out  by  later  students  of 
the  play,  and  Mr.  Brytan  explained  how 
his  adaptation  seeks  to  overcome  them 
without  compromising  Ukrainka’s  original 
intentions.  Four  unnecessary  characters 
have  been  eliminated,  and  speeches 
written  for  a doctor  have  been 
reassigned  to  supporting  characters  in 
order  to  advance  the  dramatic  action 
more  effectively.  The  introduction  of  a 
flashback  redirects  attention  from  the 
inevitability  of  Liubov’s  breakdown  to 
the  reason  why  it  occurs. 

The  play’s  ending,  whose  intensity 
verges  on  melodrama,  is  relieved  by 
enhancing  the  role  of  Ostrozhyn,  a 
social  butterfly  unexpectedly  confronted 
with  tragedy.  Liubov  dies  in  Ostrozhyn’s 
arms,  mistaking  him  for  Orest. 

Ostrozhyn  then  discovers  a letter  from 
Orest  to  Liubov,  based  on  an  actual 
letter  written  by  Ukrainka  to  her 
beloved  Serhii  Merzhynsky.  This  letter, 
read  aloud  by  Ostrozhyn,  expresses 
Orest’s  ultimate  commitment  to  Liubov. 
Overwhelmed  by  the  revelation  of  a 
love  he  had  never  comprehended, 
Ostrozhyn  prepares  a dose  of  poison 
for  Orest,  allowing  him  to  join  Liubov 
in  death. 


NATALIA  PYLYPIUK 

The  second  seminar  of  the  fall 
term  was  given  on  18  October  by  Ms. 
Pylypiuk,  doctoral  candidate  in  the 
Department  of  Comparative  Literature, 
Harvard  University.  Her  topic  was 
“Rhetoric  in  Seventeenth-Century 
Ukrainian  Literature.” 
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The  cultural  renascence  experienced 
by  early  modern  Ukrainian  society  began 
in  Volhynia  and  Galicia  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  sixteenth  century.  Its 
agents  were  Orthodox  townsmen  living 
under  the  Magdeburg  law  and  their 
fellow  believers  from  among  the  middle 
and  petty  nobility.  Increasingly 
dissatisfied  with  political  conditions  in 
the  Polish-Lithuanian  Commonwealth,  they 
integrated  across  estate  lines  as 
defenders  of  Rus’  religion  and 
traditions.  One  of  the  goals  of  this 
movement  was  to  improve  the 
lamentable  state  of  the  Orthodox  church 
which,  through  its  own  inertia,  had 
deteriorated  spiritually  and  intellectually 
and  was  unable  to  meet  the  challenges 
presented  by  both  the  Protestant  and 
Catholic  camps. 

The  primary  tool  of  the  movement 
was  the  Orthodox  public  school  which, 
in  direct  imitation  of  Renaissance 
educational  patterns,  concentrated  on 
philological  training  within  a liberal  arts 
curriculum.  The  first  such  school  was 
founded  in  the  mid- 1580s  by 
Confraternity  of  the  Church  of  the 
Dormition  in  Lviv.  Despite  an 
inauspicious  beginning  and  the  opposition 
of  traditionalists,  laymen  and  clergy,  the 
philological  school  was  soon  introduced 
by  other  confraternities  in  dozens  of 
Ukrainian  and  Belorussian  towns.  Its 
linguistic  orientation  and  administrative 
practices  were  modified  in  the  1630s 
by  Peter  Mohyla,  who  laid  the 
foundations  of  the  future  Kiev  Mohyla 
Academy. 

The  philological  school  shaped 
Ukrainian  culture  for  more  than  two 
centuries.  Its  influence  was  most 
strongly  felt  in  three  intellectual 
spheres:  the  linguistic,  the  theological 
and  the  literary.  But  the  implications  of 
this  historical  reality  have  not  been 
studied  in  depth,  nor  have  they  been 
placed  in  a more  universal  perspective. 

The  literary  scholar  can  make  an 
important  contribution  to  this  field  by 
analyzing  the  relationship  of  Ukrainian 
letters  in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 


centuries  within  the  context  of  the 
curriculum  and  subjects  taught  in  the 
schools  of  Ostrih,  Lviv,  Lutsk,  Kiev  and 
Chernihiv.  This  report  enumerates  the 
preliminary  results  of  such  a study: 

1 . The  involvement  of  Ukrainian 
pedagogues  with  the  structuring  of 
the  sacral  medium  (Church  Slavonic) 
and  the  teaching  of  other  systems 
of  communication  was  influenced 
by  the  humanistic  belief  in  the 
civilizing  power  of  language. 

2.  In  the  trivium  courses  of  the 
philological  school  there  prevailed  a 
didactic  theory  of  literature  which 
regarded  poetry  as  an  art  with 
clear  practical  and  ethical 
usefulness.  According  to  this 
theory,  the  enterprise  of  poetry 
was  the  normative  description  of 
human  behaviour.  The  poet’s  unique 
pedagogical  goal  was  to  please  his 
audience  while  depicting  models 
worthy  of  emulation. 

3.  In  order  to  help  the  poet  with  his 
task,  a system  of  formal 
techniques  was  regularly  codified  in 
special  manuals.  Those  currently 
available  to  us  reflect  a typical 
Renaissance  fusion  of  poetics  and 
rhetoric,  and  betray  a strong 
dependence  on  the  epideictic 
branch  of  oratory  (i.e.,  the  theory 
of  praise  and  blame).  Among  the 
strategies  most  frequently 
recommended  in  them  is  the 
creation  (inventioj  of  fictitious  but 
verisimilar  characters  and  situations 
through  the  techniques  of  likening 
(assimi /atio)  and  embellishment 
(amp/ificatio). 

These  facts  prove  very  helpful 
in  the  analysis  of  the  laudatory 
mode  and  function  of  Ukrainian 
poetry  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries.  Further  analysis 
of  the  entire  corpus  of  Ukrainian 
manuals  of  poetics  and  rhetoric, 
and  the  metamorphoses  they 
underwent  during  this  period,  will 
provide  a better  insight  into  the 
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literary  system  and  culture 
engendered  by  the  philological 
school. 


JOHN  LEHR 

The  third  seminar  of  the  fall  term 
was  given  on  15  November  by  Dr. 

Lehr,  associate  professor  of  geography 
at  the  University  of  Winnipeg.  His  topic 
was  “The  Creation  and  Evolution  of  the 
Ukrainian  Landscape  in  Western  Canada.” 

Institutional  arrangements  in  the 
West  militated  against  the  preservation 
of  traditional  Ukrainian  patterns  of 
settlement,  argued  Dr.  Lehr.  In  the 
interest  of  ensuring  rapid  settlement  and 
cutting  administrative  costs,  the 
government  adopted  the  American 
sectional  survey  system,  giving  each 
settler  family  a unit  of  160  acres.  This 
made  it  impossible  for  Ukrainians  to 
settle  in  villages,  as  they  had  done  in 
Galicia  and  Bukovyna.  Although 
exceptions  to  this  settlement  pattern 
were  made  for  such  groups  as 
Mennonites  and  Doukhobors,  Ukrainians 
lacked  the  political  influence  to  obtain 
preferential  treatment.  Moreover,  the 
government  deflected  Ukrainian  settlers 
away  from  the  parkland  belt,  whose 
natural  resources  were  similar  to  those 
of  their  homeland.  Ukrainians  were 
obliged  to  settle  on  the  prairies, 
although  they  lacked  the  capital  and 
expertise  required  to  make  an  immediate 
success  of  prairie  farming. 

Despite  these  obstacles,  Ukrainian 
settlers  managed  to  preserve  a 
considerable  portion  of  their  cultural 
heritage  and  adapt  it  to  Canadian 
conditions.  They  intended  to  occupy 
sections  adjoining  those  of  their 
countrymen,  thereby  increasing 
opportunities  for  cultural  transfer. 

Building  styles  were  based  on  Ukrainian 
models,  although  technical  innovations 
affected  their  integrity:  barbed  wire,  for 
example,  made  western  Ukrainian  fence 
styles  obsolete.  Dr.  Lehr  discussed 
domestic  architecture  in  considerable 
detail,  pointing  out  that  the  social  use 


of  space  remained  basically  the  same  as 
in  Ukraine.  Houses  were  built  on  a 
modified  one-room  plan,  and  most 
interaction  occurred  in  the  large,  heated 
family  room  that  dominated  the  house. 
Churches  were  constructed  according  to 
the  Byzantine  style  that  had  been 
introduced  into  western  Ukraine  in  the 
late  eighteenth  century.  The  use  of 
colour — whitewash  with  blue  trim 
(Galicia)  and  green  trim  (Bukovyna) — was 
also  transferred  to  the  decoration  of 
western  Canadian  buildings. 

With  the  introduction  of  ranch-style 
housing,  Ukrainian  elements  largely 
disappeared  from  domestic  architecture. 
Today,  the  authenticity  of  Ukrainian 
institutional  architecture  in  Canada  is 
threatened  by  the  widespread  acceptance 
of  “ethnic  kitsch.”  Nevertheless,  Dr. 

Lehr  concluded  that  the  work  of 
architects  such  as  Radoslav  Zuk  points 
the  way  to  the  preservation  of  a 
genuine  Ukrainian  spirit  in  buildings 
constructed  with  non-traditional  materials 
in  modern  architectural  styles. 


OREST  MARTYNOWYCH 

The  last  seminar  of  the  fall  term 
was  presented  on  13  December  by  Mr. 
Martynowych,  a research  associate  at 
CIUS.  His  topic  was  “Radicals,  Priests 
and  Peasants:  The  First  Phase  of 
Ukrainian  Emigration  to  Canada.” 

Mr.  Martynowych  began  by 
surveying  social,  economic  and  cultural 
conditions  among  Ukrainian  immigrants  in 
Canada  prior  to  1918.  He  went  on  to 
outline  the  activity  of  Catholic  and 
Orthodox  missionaries,  contrasting  their 
work  with  that  of  the  Greek  Catholic 
clergy  in  eastern  Galicia.  Then  he  turned 
to  the  main  subject  of  his  lecture,  the 
immigrant  radicals. 

Leadership  within  the  Ukrainian 
community  was  assumed  by  radical 
immigrants  because  few  priests  or 
professionals  immigrated  to  Canada.  The 
radicals  were  young  men  of  peasant 
origin  who  had  attended  a gymnasium,  a 
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teachers’  seminary  or  a university  in  the 
Old  Country.  Most  had  been  born  in 
the  southeastern  counties  of  eastern 
Galicia  or  in  northern  Bukovyna.  They 
were  familiar  with  the  works  of 
Drahomanov,  Pavlyk  and  Franko,  and  a 
few  had  been  active  members  of  the 
Radical  Party.  Although  they  wanted  to 
help  the  peasant  immigrants  establish  a 
better  life  in  Canada,  the  radicals  could 
not  agree  on  how  this  might  be  done. 
Three  strategies — protestant,  nationalist 
and  socialist — were  proposed. 

The  protestant  orientation  was 
articulated  shortly  after  the  turn  of  the 
century.  Most  of  its  proponents  had 
been  born  between  1874  and  1883. 
They  maintained  that  Catholicism  and 
Orthodoxy  had  failed  to  provide 
Ukrainian  peasant  immigrants  with  moral 
and  ethical  guidance.  As  a result, 
alcoholism,  violence  and  superstition 
continued  to  impede  progress  in  Canada. 
Advocates  of  protestantism  echoed 
Drahomanov  when  they  maintained  that 
conversion  to  protestantism  could 
stimulate  literacy,  sobriety,  self-esteem 
and  personal  discipline  among  the 
peasant  immigrants.  To  this  end  they 
established  the  Independent  Greek 
Church  in  1904  with  the  aid  of 
Presbyterian  theologians.  Although  the 
Independent  Church,  established  on 
democratic  and  evangelical  principles, 
won  a substantial  following  in  the  years 
prior  to  1910,  it  collapsed  by  1913. 
Internal  disputes  among  the  clergy, 
Presbyterian  efforts  to  use  the  church 
as  an  instrument  of  “Canadianization” 
and  the  immigrants’  resistance  to 
protestant  reforms  doomed  the 
experiment.  Only  a handful  of  Ukrainians 
converted  to  Presbyterianism. 

The  nationalist  orientation  began  to 
gain  currency  in  1910.  Most  of  its 
proponents  had  been  born  between 
1880  and  1888.  Prominent  nationalists 
included  the  first  Ukrainian 
schoolteachers,  university  graduates, 
professionals  and  legislators  in  Canada. 
They  found  their  constituency  among 
Ukrainian  farmers  and  businessmen  rather 
than  labourers.  The  nationalists,  who  are 


commonly  recognized  as  the  leading 
proponents  of  bilingual  schools  in  the 
Prairie  provinces,  made  two  fundamental 
assumptions:  1)  Ukrainians  had  to  assert 
their  political  independence  and 
economic  self-reliance,  and  2)  the 
Ukrainian  community  had  to  be  organized 
on  secular  principles.  To  this  end,  they 
nominated  independent  Ukrainian 
candidates  to  contest  elections;  they 
established  co-operative  stores  and 
encouraged  Ukrainians  to  patronize  their 
own  merchants;  and  they  established 
narodni  domy  and  bursy  that  were  free 
of  clerical  control.  This  brought  them 
into  conflict  with  the  Liberal  and 
Conservative  parties,  with  non-Ukrainian 
merchants  and  with  the  Greek  Catholic 
clergy.  The  last  conflict  ultimately  led  to 
schism  within  the  Greek  Catholic  Church 
and  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the 
Ukrainian  Greek  Orthodox  Church  in 
1918.  To  the  extent  that  the  new 
church  stressed  lay  participation  in  its 
government  and  emphasized  the  clergy’s 
secular  role,  its  formation  was 
consistent  with  the  Ukrainian  Radical 
tradition. 

Although  the  first  socialist  circles 
had  emerged  in  1907,  before  1914  the 
Ukrainian  socialist  movement  in  Canada 
was  rent  by  controversy  and  schism. 

By  1916  the  founders  of  the 
movement  had  been  replaced  by  a new 
generation  of  leaders,  younger  (born 
between  1888  and  1893)  and  more 
plebian  in  origin.  Their  primary  allegiance 
was  to  the  working  people,  irrespective 
of  national  origin.  The  socialists  believed 
that  capitalism  was  an  inherently 
exploitative  system  of  production  that 
could  not  be  reformed.  Only  a social 
revolution  carried  out  by  workers  of  all 
nations,  creeds  and  colours  could  create 
a just  and  equitable  society.  Deplorable 
living  and  working  conditions, 
depression,  unemployment  and  the  war 
provided  the  socialists  with  a growing 
constituency.  The  socialists  had  always 
indentified  with  Social  Democracy  rather 
than  Ukrainian  Radicalism.  By  1918  they 
had  become  supporters  of  the 
Bolsheviks.  When  the  socialists’ 
organization,  the  Ukrainian  Social 
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Democratic  Party  in  Canada,  was 
outlawed  by  the  Canadian  government  in 
September  1918,  a chapter  in  the 
history  of  Ukrainians  in  Canada  came  to 
an  end. 


BOHDAN  SOMCHYNSKY 

The  first  seminar  of  the  winter 
term  was  presented  on  3 1 January 
1986  by  Mr.  Somchynsky,  doctoral 
candidate  at  the  University  of  Glasgow. 
Entitled  “The  Economic  Platform  of 
Ukrainian  National  Communism,”  the 
seminar  began  by  reviewing  the  policy 
of  national  revival  known  as 
‘Ukrainization.’  Mr.  Somchynsky  argued 
that  it  is  difficult  to  identify  one  single 
set  of  ideas  called  National  Communism; 
instead  the  movement  embraced  a 
spectrum  of  protagonists,  each  with 
their  own  combination  of  proposals  and 
analytical  categories.  For  purposes  of 
the  presentation,  he  proposed  that  the 
lowest  common  denominator  among 
national  communists  was  their  belief  that 
Ukraine’s  national  revival  depended  on 
overcoming  the  Tsarist  colonial  heritage 
and  presented  separate  and  particular 
tasks  for  the  CP(b)U  in  relation  to  the 
all-Union  Communist  Party. 

Mr.  Somchynsky  proceeded  to 
develop  his  argument  by  reviewing 
Ukraine’s  colonial  status  under  Tsarism 
and  then  by  comparing  Ukraine’s 
economic  development  during  the 
1920s.  Although  the  Revolution  had 
eliminated  the  role  of  foreign  capital, 
certain  basic  tendencies  remained  even 
under  the  Soviet  regime.  The 
preconditions  of  industrialization  required 
the  continued  emphasis  on  the 
expansion  of  heavy  industry  in  Ukraine 
with  the  resulting  neglect  of  light 
industry.  Likewise,  the  emphasis  on  the 
production  of  grain  remained,  not  so 
much  for  the  purposes  of  export,  but 
as  the  only  solution  to  feeding  the 
urban  population  of  the  major  cities. 
What  distinguished  the  NEP  period  was 
the  large  amounts  of  investment  capital 
which  were  allocated  to  the  Ukrainian 
economy  in  contrast  with  lower  rates 


of  investment  during  the  First  Five-Year 
Plan. 

The  most  articulate  critique  of  this 
contradictory  situation  was  that  of  M. 
Volobuiev  early  in  1928.  In  reviewing 
Volobuiev’s  theory,  Mr.  Somchynsky 
pointed  out  that  much  of  Volobuiev’s 
analysis  had  depended  upon  the 
previous  work  of  other  Ukrainian 
historians  and  economists  and  that  his 
original  contribution  was  in  synthesizing 
this  material  and  providing  a theoretical 
schema.  His  contrast  between  European- 
and  Asiatic-type  colonies  is  well  known, 
but  of  particular  interest  is  his  emphasis 
on  the  role  of  the  international  division 
of  labour.  As  an  essential  task  of 
socialist  construction,  the  Soviet  Union 
should  prefigure  a world  socialist 
division  of  labour  by  embodying  a 
division  of  labour  between  integral 
national  economic  units.  Otherwise, 
current  treatment  by  the  central 
economic  authorities  of  the  Soviet 
Union  as  an  unitary  economic  system 
would  condemn  Ukraine  to  a dependent 
form  of  specialization. 

Such  a theoretical  schema  contained 
contradictory  arguments,  which  were 
recognized  by  other  national  communists. 
His  formulation  on  the  role  of  an 
international  division  of  labour  took  an 
ambiguous  stand  between  the  Left 
Opposition’s  stress  on  permanent 
revolution  and  Stalin’s  arguments  for 
building  socialism  in  one  country.  In 
existing  circumstances,  Volobuiev  implied 
that  Ukraine  could  take  Germany’s  place 
as  a stimulus  to  the  USSR’s  industrial 
development,  in  contradiction  to  his  own 
analysis  of  the  underdeveloped  nature 
of  Ukraine’s  economic  base. 

Mr.  Somchynsky  interpreted 
Volobuiev’s  position  as  providing  a 
theoretical  rationale  for  the  attempt  by 
Ukraine’s  national  communists  to  control 
the  outflow  of  capital  from  Ukraine  and 
to  restructure  an  imbalanced  economy. 
This  led  many,  such  as  the  ex-Borotbist 
H.  Hrynko  who  headed  the  Ukrainian 
Gosplan,  to  support  Stalin’s  plans  for 
industrialization  in  the  expectation  that  it 
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would  provide  the  basis  for  Ukrainizing 
the  working  class.  Mr.  Somchynsky 
concluded  that  the  difference  between 
various  national  communists  revolved  on 
the  extent  they  were  willing  to 
challenge  existing  institutional  structures 
in  the  attempt  to  obtain  higher  rates  of 
investment  in  Ukraine.  Their  support  for 
industrialization  would  become 
meaningless  since  they  were  unable  to 
assume  control  over  the  direction  of 
capital  investment,  the  result  becoming 
painfully  clear  once  the  First  Five-Year 
Plan  and  collectivization  were  announced. 


ANDRIJ  HORNJATKEVYC 

The  second  seminar  of  the  winter 
term  was  given  on  21  February  by  Dr. 
Andrij  Hornjatkevyc,  assistant  professor, 
CIUS  and  the  Department  of  Slavic  and 
East  European  Studies  at  the  University 
of  Alberta.  His  topic  was  “The 
Language  of  Kotliarevsky’s  Eneida  from 
a Computer  Perspective.” 

Dr.  Hornjatkevyc  began  his  seminar 
with  a discussion  of  concordances.  A 
concordance  is  a work  which  lists  in 
alphabetical  order  all  words  that  appear 
in  a text,  the  whole  line  of  text  in 
which  that  word  appears  and  the 
“address,”  i.e.,  the  exact  place  in  the 
text  where  it  occurs.  He  is  currently 
working  on  such  a concordance  of  Ivan 
Kotliarevsky’s  Eneida  with  the  help  of 
the  University  of  Alberta’s  computer. 

Although  the  work  on  the 
concordance  is  not  yet  finished,  some 
preliminary  observations  were  made  on 
Kotliarevsky’s  language. 

While  reading  the  Eneida,  one  is 
struck  by  the  richness  of  Kotliarevsky’s 
lexicon.  The  entire  text  of  32,395 
words  consists  of  11,480  separate 
lexical  forms.  Thus  on  the  average  each 
word  is  used  4.66  times.  The  Eneida 
has  6,951  independent  lexical  (dictionary) 
forms.  This  is  still  far  from  the 
richness  of  Shakespeare’s  language 
(there  are  some  21,000  dictionary 
forms  in  all  his  works),  but  it  almost 


equals  Milton’s  lexicon  of  7,000-8,000 
words,  or  that  of  the  II Had  and 
Odyssey  (together  some  9,000  words), 
and  exceeds  the  lexicon  of  the 
authorized  version  of  the  Bible  (6,568 
entries). 

Interesting  observations  on  word 
frequency  can  be  made.  In  the  Eneida 
8,361  words  appear  only  once,  and 
this  constitutes  25.81  per  cent  of  the 
text.  The  twenty-five  words  with  the 
highest  frequency  also  constitute  25.11 
per  cent  of  the  text.  The  five  most 
frequently  used  words  (i , v,  ne,  na,  z) 
are  also  the  five  most  frequently  used 
words  in  Ukrainian  literary  prose,  but 
from  the  sixth  word  onward  the 
frequency  of  use  in  the  Eneida  and 
other  Ukrainian  literary  works  differ. 

Concordances  offer  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  study  other  features  on 
an  author’s  language.  Kotliarevsky  vdoes 
use  words  that  begin  with  y (yncyj...). 
One  frequently  encounters  words  that 
have  not  undergone  ikannja  (roznyj, 
stroj,  od)  or  affrication  (se,  sazaty, 
instead  of  ce,  sadzaty ). 

Compared  to  contemporary  standard 
Ukrainian,  Kotliarevsky  frequently  uses 
the  construction  k plus  Dative  (136), 
although  the  parallel  construction  do 
plus  Genitive  is  much  more  frequent 
(218).  It  is  noteworthy  that  with 
masculine  nouns  in  the  former 
construction  [k  plus  Dative),  Kotliarevsky 
uses  almost  exclusively  the  ending  -(j)u 
(57),  and  -ovi  only  once. 

An  evolution  in  stylistics  can  also 
be  observed.  While  in  the  first  two 
cantos  the  preposition  po  governs  the 
Dative  plural  more  frequently,  in  the  last 
two  cantos  it  governs  the  Locative 
plural  much  more  frequently. 

In  the  Genitive  singular  of  third 
declension  nouns  ending  in  two 
consonants,  confusion  reigns:  one  finds 
(independently  of  the  rhyme)  both  the 
ending  *y  and  the  ending  -/. 
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Dr.  Hornjatkevyc  concluded  the 
seminar  with  the  observation  that  these 
are  only  preliminary  findings  and  that 
there  is  much  more  to  be  learned 
about  Kotliarevsky’s  language  through  a 
concordance. 


DAVID  LUPUL 

The  last  seminar  of  the  winter 
term  was  presented  on  4 April  by 
David  Lupul,  a research  assistant  at 
CIUS.  His  topic  was  “The  Political 
Activity  of  Ukrainians  in  Saskatchewan, 
1905-21.” 

The  beginning  of  mass  emigration 
of  central  and  eastern  Europeans  to 
western  Canada  at  the  turn  of  the 
century  engendered  an  unfavourable 
reaction  among  many  politicians  and 
social  commentators.  English-speaking 
Canadians  shared  a common  concern 
about  the  impact  of  large  numbers  of 
“unassimilable”  immigrants  upon  the 
social  and  ethnic  fabric  of  western 
Canadian  society,  particularly  with 
respect  to  its  political  life.  Immigrants 
were  accused  of  being  ignorant  about 
the  democratic  process  and  the  duties 
of  citizenship,  and  many  opponents  of 
central  and  east  European  immigration 
doubted  whether  these  immigrants  could 
ever  be  made  into  acceptable  British 
subjects.  Supporters  of  this  large-scale 
immigration,  such  as  Clifford  Sifton, 
believed  that  these  immigrants  could  all 
be  assimilated  into  the  general  populace 
within  a single  generation  as  long  as 
they  were  exposed  to  the  assimilationist 
forces  of  the  western  Canadian  frontier 
and  their  children  were  sent  to  the 
English-language  public  school. 

Initially,  the  contest  for  the  votes 
of  Ukrainians  in  Saskatchewan,  as  in 
most  of  western  Canada,  was  won  by 
the  Liberal  Party.  This  party  was 
regarded  by  many  Ukrainians  with  radical 
sympathies  as  the  natural  choice  of  the 
farmer  and  working  man  as,  in  the 
words  of  one  prominent  Ukrainian 
spokesman,  the  Liberals  “were  free, 
independent,  progressive  and  anxious  to 


protect  the  working  class,  while  the 
Conservatives  desired  to  keep  all  rights, 
privileges  and  everything  else  for 
capitalists,  trusts  and  combines.” 
Moreover,  the  Liberals  were  entrenched 
in  power  in  Saskatchewan  both  at  the 
provincial  and  federal  levels.  They  used 
their  patronage  to  good  effect  in 
establishing  intermediaries  in  the 
Ukrainian  community,  composed  of 
federal  and  provincial  government 
employees,  who  were  loyal  and  vocal 
supporters  of  the  party.  The  Liberals 
also  helped  to  establish  a pro-Liberai 
Ukrainian  newspaper  in  Rosthern  as  well 
as  the  Association  of  Canadian  Ruthenian 
Farmers,  both  designed  to  solidify 
support  among  Ukrainians  for  their 
party. 

But  the  failure  of  these  policies  to 
“Canadianize”  the  Ukrainian  immigrants, 
and  the  emergence  of  a growing 
Ukrainian  Canadian  ethnic  consciousness 
among  them  by  1914,  led  to  a strong 
reaction  against  the  relatively  tolerant, 
assimilationist  position  of  Canadian 
governments.  The  First  World  War 
accelerated  the  animosity  toward 
Ukrainians,  who  were  designated  as 
enemy  aliens  for  having  originated  within 
the  Austro-Hungarian  Empire.  By  1917, 
many  Canadians  had  concluded  that 
Ukrainians  were  unfit  to  continue  to 
exercise  the  rights  of  Canadian 
citizenship,  and  they  were  disfranchised 
in  federal  elections  by  a new  Unionist 
Government  composed  of  Conservatives 
and  English  Canadian  Liberals.  At  the 
height  of  the  anti-alien  sentiment  in 
1918,  all  bilingual  language  programmes 
(including  the  Ukrainian-English  schools) 
were  abolished  by  the  provincial 
government  of  Saskatchewan,  following 
the  lead  of  fellow  Liberal  administrations 
in  Manitoba  and  Alberta. 

By  the  end  of  1919,  an  important 
segment  of  the  Ukrainian  community  had 
shifted  its  support  in  religious  affairs  to 
the  newly  formed  Ukrainian  Greek 
Orthodox  Church  of  Canada,  coupled 
with  a shift  in  political  matters  to  the 
emerging  “progressive  movement”  in  the 
farming  community.  The  Unionist 
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Government  in  Ottawa,  composed  of 
virtually  indistinguishable  traditional 
parties — the  Liberal  and  the 
Conservative — was  confronted  by  what 
Ukrainskyi  hoi  os  and  others  had  come 
to  call  the  “only  alternative” — the 
Progressive  Party.  Tired  of  political 
manipulation,  the  abuse  of  patronage 
and  the  widespread  use  of  alcohol  to 
influence  elections  as  practised  by  the 
traditional  parties,  many  Ukrainians  joined 
the  farmers’  movement  in  Saskatchewan 
in  supporting  Independent  Farmers’ 
candidates  in  the  provincial  election  of 
1921  and  in  electing  Progressives  in  15 
of  the  16  federal  constituencies  in 
Saskatchewan  in  the  general  election 
later  that  same  year.  However,  largely 
due  to  internal  divisions  within  the 
Ukrainian  community,  none  of  the 
Independent  Farmer  or  Progressive 
candidates  of  Ukrainian  origin  were 
elected  in  1921  and  Saskatchewan  was 
not  to  elect  a Ukrainian  Canadian 
candidate  until  the  provincial  election  of 
1934.

BORIS  BALAN 

In  January  1986  Boris  Balan  of 
Toronto  joined  the  research  and  editorial 
staff  at  the  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine 
office.  University  of  Toronto,  as 
administrative  and  editorial  assistant  to 
Dr.  Danylo  Struk,  managing  editor.  It 
will  be  his  responsibility  to  manage  the 
financial  aspects  of  the  project,  to 
communicate  with  contributors  and  to 
monitor  closely  the  editorial  process 
gradually  developed  since  November 
1982.  Funds  for  the  position  were 
provided  by  the  Canadian  Foundation  for 
Ukrainian  Studies. 

Mr.  Balan  is  a graduate  in  political 
science  and  history  from  the  University 
of  Toronto  where  he  completed  his 


B.A.  in  1982.  He  holds  an  M.A.  degree 
in  East  European  studies  (history)  from 
the  University  of  Michigan  (1985).  He  is 
the  author  (jointly  with  Dr.  Yury  Boshyk) 
of  Pol itical  Refugees  and  “Displaced 
Persons,”  1945-1954,  published  by  CIUS 
as  its  second  research  report  in  1982. 


YURY  BOSHYK 

The  Social  Sciences  and  Humanities 
Research  Council  of  Canada  (SSHRCC) 
has  recently  awarded  a major  grant  of 
$69,000  to  Dr.  Yury  Boshyk,  Assistant 
Professor,  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  and  Literatures,  University  of 
Toronto.  The  award  is  for  a two-year 
study:  “Slavs  in  Canada:  A Guide  to 
Archival  Resources.”  Since  1983,  Dr. 
Boshyk  has  been  responsible  for  CIUS's 
archival  programme  and  has  prepared 
several  studies  on  archival  collections  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States.  He  has 
also  worked  closely  with  archival  and 
library  repositories  to  ensure  the 
acquisition,  cataloguing  and  preservation 
of  Ukrainian  primary  sources.  The 
SSHRCC-supported  study  will  provide 
the  first-ever  guide  to  Slavic  archives  in 
Canada  and  stimulate  further  research  on 
the  history  and  life  of  these  Canadian 
ethnocultural  groups.
